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REMARKS 
CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

The Examiner has objected to claims 18 and 19 based upon informalities. 
Claims 18-20 have been cancelled, and therefore these objections have been rendered 
moot. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

The Examiner has rejected claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 4,861,742 to Bronstert et al. The Examiner opines that 
the compounds disclosed by Bronstert include a 4-lithio-benzyl moiety, which is 
considered to qualify as a functional group. 

Claim 2 has been amended to specify that the functional group is selected 
from the group consisting of "amine groups, phosphines groups, ether groups, thio ether 
groups, seleno groups, silyl groups, alkyl tin groups, and short-chain thermoplastic 
polymer segments." Accordingly, claim 2 as amended, is believed to define over 
Bronstert. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 18-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,567,815 to Hall et al. 

Claims 18-20 have been cancelled thereby rendering the rejection moot.
